Today, Californians have 
reason for considerable 
pride in their public ‘schools.

DISTRICT 53 HOSTS 216 
NURSES AT LOCAL INSTITUTE 


In the American Legion 


hall, Ontario, lecal members | 


of District 53 of the Cali- 
fornia State Nurses Assn., 
were hosts to 216 registered 
nurses from San Bernardino, 
Pomona, Riverside, San Ga- 
briel and Redlands. It was 
a day of briefing on subjects 
relative to better nursing 
Care and community serv- 
ice. 

Dr. Harold Cole, radiolo- 
gist, Pomona, speaking on 
X-ray therapy, reviewed 
cases almost miraculously 
healed through radiation. He 
said nurses can do much to 
prevent patients from falling 
into the hands of quacks, 
to whom they give their sav- 
ings for unsuccessful treat- 
ment. 

Clara Bartholomew, UCLA 
Nurse and psychiatrist pro- 
fessor, pointed out that nurs- 
es should use this science 
if their work is to be ef- 
fective. Dr. 


Edward Sham- 
brow of the City of Hope, 
who spoke on leukemia, pre- 


sented symptons and drugs 
now available. Among other 
points, he urged the nurses 
to be “humane, especially 
to those whose life span is 
short. because of this fatal 
disease’’.

School Election Friday 


School board members will be elected through- 
out the Upland-Foothill area and the Chaffey district 
tomorrow. At the same time, voters will be asked to 
increase the limit on the Upland school district rate 
and the Chaffey school district rate. 


Only in the Chaffey college district is there a con- 
test for membership on the school board. Jack Hod- 
son, an Upland resident, who maintains an automobile 
agency in Fontana, is a logical choice for the college 
board position to help in the development of the new 
college campus and educational program. 


Chas. Smith, a retired businessman from the Los 
Angeles metropolitan area, who resides in Alta Loma 
and who has just been named secretary of the Cuca- 
monga chamber of commerce, is one of the candidates 
for the Chaffey high school board. Ben Allen of Monte 
Vista, an incumbent, is the other candidate for the 
two positions. A. H. Utman, long-time Chaffey board 
member, is not a candidate for reelection. 


On the Upland board of education, an efficient 
incumbent is a candidate for reelection. She is Mrs. 
Raymond Kay and without a doubt she will receive a 
large complimentary vote Friday. 


As to the vote for a higher school tax rate, it ap- 
pears to be the only solution to the problem of provid- 
ing capable teachers for our classrooms. A “Yes” vote 
on the tax rate issue will mean an increase to $4,300 
in the annual minimum salary for Upland teachers, 


Above all, we need top teachers and this slight 
salary adjustment will help in achieving this objective.

In this 
same line there is a group of 
animals with vegetable 
heads. 

I’d been asked to the toy 
fair to see the Warren Christ- 
mas trees, plastic copies of 
the silver tipped spruce, 
which resulted from 10 years 
experimentation by Wm 
Warren of San Bernardino. 
Mrs. Warren is the former 
Mrs. Louise Williams, who 
was associated with Town 
and Country before 
MaeLynn Campbell acquired 
the shop. Mrs. Warren’s sons 
are Ralph Williams of Eti- 
wanda and Chas. ;R. Wil- 
liams, who is a member of 
the faculty at Baldy View 
Elementary school. 

One doesn’t expect to be 
enthusiastic about olastic 
trees, especially when raised 
in a country where the ever- 
greens are. as beautiful as 
they are in British Colum- 
bia. Mr. Warren’s trees, 
though, merit the commo- 
tion they are causing in 
the Christmas trade. They 
look like trees, like the tall, 
straight, even limbed treés 
some of us have searched 
the forest to find. 

The experiment began 
when Wm. Warren, who has 
had other successful inven- 
tions, discovered that pretty 
as they are, real Christmas 
trees cause a lot of mess in 
the house. He was ill at the 
time and so the project star- 
ted by him cutting out his 
first Christmas tree, needle 
by needle, branch by branch, 
from metal. He made many 
before he was satisfied, Get- 
ting the molds made took 
a long, long time and ac- 
tually cost $70,000. Only an 
inventer would think of a 
tree that could be put to- 
gether, twig by twig, num- 
bered, for ease of assemb- 
ling, and when taken apart 
easy to pack in a cardboard 
carton, as is this one. Ac- 
tually it comes in _ three 
sizes, 6 ft., 4 ft., and 2% ft. 
and has its own steady stand. 

Oh, yes, when taken apart 
it may be tossed into a 
washing ‘machine to be 
cleaned of dust before being 
put away, with no damage to 
the needles or branches 
which are guaranteed to re- 
tain their realistic qualities 
for a lifetime. 

Along with this exhibit are 
some of the new plastic orna- 
ments, also to last a life- 
time and in new shapes. At 
another exhibit there is a 
completely new type of ligh- 
ting for trees. Tiny lights are 
enclosed in‘a substance look- 
ing like angel’s hair that -is 
in long strands.- The lights 
seem to glow through a 
round strand of frost.

Elementary School Tax Rate 
Set In Mid-Depression 1933 


Maximum statutory rate 
in California for the support 
of elementary education is 
90¢ per $100 of assessed 
valuation. This rate was es- 
tablished by the California 
State legislature in mid-de- 
pression 1933. The Asssocia- 
ted Parent-Teacher Assns. of 
Upland listed these facts in 
pointing out that this rate 
is neither realistic or prac- 
tical today, since the value 
of the dollar has been cut 
in half. 

As a result of the low 
statutory rate, 90% of the 
school districts in San Ber- 


nardino county now find it| 


necessary to have an excess 
tax rate (maximum tax rate 
greater than the statutory 
90¢) in order to provide an 
adequate educational pro- 


$1.85 to $2.50. per-$100 of as- 
sessed valuation. In the Up- 
land School District excess 
tax rate election to be held 
May 17, an increase from 
$1.20 to $1.85 per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation is being 
asked, 

As an example of the ris- 
ing costs the school district 
is continually facing, the 
Assn. said the cost of 8% x 11 
foolscap paper used by stu- 
dents has been $.96 per ream 
during the 1956-1957 school 
year. The price is going up 
to $1.30 per ream for the 
1957-1958 school year. 

The increased excess tax 
rate will make possible an 
improved teachers’ ‘salary 
schedule, school site and 
safety improvements, school 
modernization, adequate sup- 
plies and equipment and ad- 








gram. The Upland School 
District is completely sur- 
rounded by school districts 
having excess rates-namely, 
Claremont, Pomona, Ontario 
and Cucamonga Central.
